I get great sound out of my SX-42 with push-pull 6V6's feeding a 50 year old 
Jensen driver in an R46 open-back metal cabinet - at least it sounds great to 
me and thats all that counts. 


Bill is quite right about the profound effect that mental state has on our 
perception of sound (and on perception in general). Getting vibrations to your 
eardrums is all physical - everything after that is psychological. Ironically, 
my biggest complaint with the "subjectivist" audiophiles is that they refuse to 
recognize that fact. They insist that human perception is a magical golden 
standard capable of detecting microscopic or nonexistent physical effects, 
while ignoring tons of scientific evidence on how easily influenced that 
"standard" is. 


The CD demagnetizer the audiophile uses has no absolutely no effect at all on 
the pressure waves arriving at his eardrums, but the article he read in "The 
Absolute Sound" (or the argument yesterday with his spouse) has plenty of 
influence on his perception of the sound of a "treated" CD. When he knows he's 
using sooper-dooper solid silver square speaker wire, his mental state is 
changed and it truly does sound better to him. And if he really doesn't know 


what cable is being used in a double-blind test, he truly can't tell the 
difference between zip cord and sooper-dooper silver. 


All the more reason to just enjoy your hobby and never mind how your ancient 
NC-303 stacks up technically against a YaeComWood 972-ZX.

6267 = EF86. Lownouse, low micrphonic tube used inthe early statges of high 
gain amp. Base shows terminals as IS. Internal Shield. Again probably should be 
grounded to chassis as close as possible to the socket. 

Grounding both shields would help contain spurious signals and the shields 
would help prevent vibration from the speaker getting into the audio channels. 
Most of those small guitar amps were pretty self contained. Everything in one 
box. 


I would hazard a guess the builder or designer wanted a medium gain guitar 

amp of about 5 watts, if he used only one 6BQ5 or about 10 to 15 watts in P-P. 
But for that he would need a phase inverter and I don't recall seeing anything 
about that in the posting.

at all. That grey canister inside the envelope is the plate and it's got 
lots of AC voltage on it capable of being coupled to anything that has no 
business being influenced by electrostatic fields. "IC" usually means the 
unused pin is used to bolster tube structure. But manufacturers don't 
always copy exactly the way the originator of a type used the unused pins. 
In some high frequency types there is internal shielding to reduce plate

If you want to understand tube structures better round up some bad tubes, 
break them open and dissect them.

You mean the beat up, dusty, dirty, rusty, moldy, mouse dung infested kind? 
Yup. Look for corroded resonating caps in IF cans if alignment doesn't 
spring things back to full sensitivity. Remove and replace with new dipped 
micas. Usually about 100pF for 455kHz cans. You can measure value of 
removed micas because corrosion affects contacting problems, most of the 
silver is still there. Build a little jig for measuring micas - two screws 
in insulated block coming in from opposite sides to clamp and contact 
opposite sides of mica in the middle. Use new micas as reference values if 
cap bridge not very accurate.
